buttter or shortening 
w hile

•ther type requires butter or sim - 
lar shortening. 


Flour which has becom e moist 
w ill give 
poor 
baking 
results. 
Spread the damp flour in shallow 
pans and dry it w ell in 
a 
very 
slow oven before using it in bak­ 
ing. 
Care must be used not to let 
the flour brown. 


In adding flour to cake batter, 
add about one-fourth of the flour
